The Supplies Stopped. ' 

The newswbicli wo gave j'eatorday of 
the existence of new and startling com- 
plioations in the relations of thia Pro- 
Tiaoe with Canada — complications that 
must fi^ye the effect of delaying if not 
i&definitelj postponing the commence- 
ment of>the drydook and other pio- 
jeoted improvements — has, no doubt, 
taken many persons by surprise. And 
yet, it is the very result that has been 
nearly eveiy'day foreshadowed by this 
' newspapdr during a period extending 
over eighteen months. That Ganada 
would long continue to advance money 
to a Province tb be used in "fighting"' 
Canada with, was something so mon- 
■trously preposterous that we cannot 
Me how any one is surprised at tbo 
denouement of yesterday. That the 
Government knew its drafts had been 
dishonored at Ottawa before the elec- 
tions were called ou, is now quite evi- 
dent; although what good end tbey 
expected to serve by keeping tho se- 
cret is not quite so plain. Wo should 
think that their true line of policy was 
to have made the iutelligeuco public 
and to have thrown tbemsolves upon 
the conatituencies for tbo aympatby and 
support that had been denied theui at 
Ottawa. For occult reasons of their 
own this course was not adopted, and 
the people of the Province have re- 
mained in blissful ignorance of tbo 
fact that they were reclining on tho 
sleeping volcano of Financial Ruin 
until apprised of their danger through 
the Opposition press. The Province 
now owes, we believe, a suoi approach- 
ing ?500,000, about ?200,000 of which 
amount has been borrowed from Can- 
ada, and the remainder has been rais- 
ed on drafts payable at Ottawa. It is 
these drafts, as we understand it, that 
have come back to Victoria dishonor- 
ed, tbe Ottawa Qovernment having 
declined to advance any. further 'snms on 
the security of the reyeone^a. qonrse 
quite. eomi>etent for it to adopt under the 
Aot authorizing advances to the Provmoe 
to the extent of about 8900,000. If it were 
not for tho great public iuconvenienoe 
through the stopping of jiublic works 
that will flow from this audilon "drying 
up of tho beat milch cow," we should re- 
joioe at the determination of the Canadian 
Government to stop the supplies, for the 
reason (aa we have over and over again 
pointed out) that it is always danger- 
ous for creditor to place himself 
under obligations to a debtor. In the 
matter of railway construction, who will 
deny that Canada has not made a default; 
or that she is not in British Columbia's 
debt to a very large sum in consequence ? 
Ho one, except the minions of tbe Local 
Qovernment, who don't care how or 
vhora money is obtained so long as they 
may get a ihare of it. To borrow money 
from Canada, then, we have ever contend- 
ed, was suicidal and wicked, booause it 
would place tho Province within tbe pow- 
er of Canada — tbe very thing tbe Govern- 
ment (which bos always told the Province 
that Canada is not to bo trusted) profess- 
ed its desire not to do. But wa have 
put it repeatedly to tbo country whether 
it would not be infinitely bolter to obtain 
money from any other source than Otta- 
wa so long as Canada is in default to ua. 
We say, that but for the injury tliat will 
be done to contractors and others we 
should be inolined to rejoice at the atti- 
tude of Canada; and yet who is to blame 
for * tbe miserable failure of the Local 
Qovernment policy 7 The Government 
themselves. They should have had an 
alternative scheme cut and-driod for rais- 
ing money in another market, ^o that, on 
the refusal of Canada to advanoo another 
penny, they might fall back upon the al- 
ternative scheme, and financial embarass- 
ment would have been impossible. They 
did not have such a scbemo prepared, and 
the result of their agKressivo policy to- 
wards Canada has been to leavo the Pro- 
vince heavily in debt n-ithout tho machi- 
nery at hand to contract a loan on 
advantagoona terms. But we come to 
what may bo regarded as a most serious 
matter, locally speaking, for tbe Island 
portion of tbe Province. Wo refer to tbe 
refusal of the Canadian Govoroment to 
advance the sum of 8250,000, which it is 
nocesflary for tho Govornmont to have 
within reach bofoio tbo drydook can be 
commenced wilb any hopo of ultimate 
completion. By the Terms of Union with 
British Columbia Canada bound horsoif 
to a guarantoo of interest, not exceeding 5 
per oent. on £100,000, for tbo purpose of 
constructing a diydock at Esquimalt, for 
tho period of ton years. An effort made to 
raise j£100,000 in London under this term 
proved unsnocessf ul , and Canada next 
agreed, undor certain circumstances, to 
givo tho Province iv iuini) sum of S250,- 
UOO in lieu of tbe guarantee, said sum to 
ba devoted to tbe construotion of a dry 
dooK. Upon the faith of this agreement 
material was ordered in England, an en- 
gineer engaged, and a contract given out 
for tho construction of a. cuffordnm as 
preliminary to tho contract for tho dook. 
What has led to tho ombroglio is, of 
course, as yet a matter of conjecture, Wo 
should bo aorrr to think that tho contin- 
ual abuse of Oanada indulged in by the 
local organs, or the invitation of Mr. 
Walkem to the constituencies to send 
members in to help him ' flglit Macken- 
zio", hlua led to this uufortuimto state of 
affairs; but wo can readily understand 
that there is a limit to human forboaranco. 
It is Ohriatlike when one side of tbo face 
baa been slapped to turn tho otiior to the 
Blapper;but it is not human; and Gov- 
ernments, like individuals, are very, very 
human. Wa have soon how our own 
Qovernment have used the very money 
borrowed from Canada to influence Brit- 
ish Columbians to opi)oso Canada and wo 
buvo hoard tlio local Govormuoiit organs 
preaching tlio doctrine of secession be- 
neath the protecting shadow of tbo oapi- 
tal baildioga. Now it may be just pos- 
cible that Oanada baa oome to the cua- / 



oluaion that the Governmonfc of a Pro- 
vince that openly encourages secession 
cannot safely bo trusted with lar^o sums 
of money by the Government from which 
it proposes to secede; and th^fthe stop- 
page of supplies is attributable to that 
oanse and to no other.

THE NEWS. 

The news from tho minoa is up lo tho 
Gth of October, The weather was then 
clear and pleasant with cold nights, A 
great many of the miners were loading 
daily, who had worked out their olaiiis, 
or who had been working for wag^a; 
others intended to leave in one or tvo 
■'weeks, and some were trying to hold cn 
as long as tho weather would allow thoti 
to work. It was generally thought that 
they would be able to work until the lat- 
ter end of the month. 

On McDame'a creek a good many were 
stopping until tho very last. This croek 
has been so high during the summer and 
so liable to sadden freshets, that it is be- 
lieved that the host time to work the bed 
of tho stream will bo early in tho spring 
and lato in tho autumn. Upon the benches 
those who wero getting pay intended to 
remain until about the 20th, and several 
expected to stay jintil the ice drove them 
away. 

On Thibert'a creek few men wero re- 
maining and only one company intend to 
winter there. Gonorally tho crook claims 
u)K)n tho lower portion aro nearly worked 
out, and it was too lato in the Boason to 
open bank claims. Six miles up tho 
crook a company were sinking in deep 
ground at the mouth of Boulder creek, 
and getting very fair prospeots. Tho en- 
tiro creok for a long diatanco baa been 
staked oSS lor operations next spring. On 
Boulder oreek itself somo good diggin£;B 
had been found with very coarse gold. 

Eight inilos up Doaso croek somo rich

profltiblo. Tho bouches h&vo proved 
very rich and easy to work, and tho min- 
ers are bringing away somo heavy purses 
of gold from that stream. At last ao- 
oonnts, the Discovery, I\Iitchell, Stewart 
& MoCrum, Hilton, Copper Aleck, Gil- 
christ, Lowhee, White and^ most ot the 
claims on Holloway's Flat were paying 
well. 

On Trout Creok three claims were pay- 
ing well and two or three on Quartz 
crook. All of these parties intend to 
work as long as the weather will permit. 

The new discoveries on Sayyea creok 
have created some excitement and a great 
many will go down there upon the ioe in 
the spring. But little is known of this 
stream except that four men took out 
about 88 ounces of gold in about a month. 
The gold is very coarso and indicates a 
heavy dojjosit Home whore. Henry Ehman 
with throe other men wore there when 
tho party left, and his report will bo 
looked for with a good deal of interest. 
To got to Sayyea ornek boats descend 
Doaso river 90 miles below MoDamo 
crook and then ascend tho DeLiard river 
MO miles. Both rivers are well adapted 
for boating and for steamboats. 

A vein of silver bearing galena ore has 
boon found about ton miles up tho Do- 
fjiard river, but its value has not yot 
been ascertained. (Specimens of it havo 
boon brought down for assay and nearly 
hiUf a ton 18 en route for below. 

It is estimated that tho number of min- 
ors during tho i)roKpnt season havo been 
about 8UU.

Probably the nuir.bor of ininorH visiting 
Cassiar next year will be greater than the 
population during the past summer. A 
gri>at many would winter in the mines if 
the postal facilities during tho winter 
wore improved. liSst year a period of 
seven (months elapsed without a letter 
mail, and tho natural dread of tho long 
Arctic winter, dejirivod of communi- 
cation with the outside world, deters 
many from remaining and prospeoting 
the deep diggings. A petition to tho 
Postmaster-Gonerai, asking for a mail- 
service monthly and semi-monthly dur- 
ing the auminer, has been circulated very 
goneially. So large and important a por- 
tion of tho country ought not to be ne- 
glected so shamefully. 

There is no doabt that a largo country 
exists north and west of the present mines 
rich in placer mines, and probably more 
so lii viens of quartz. Rich assays havo 
been obit.ir,od of ore and the next year or 
two will undoj.i,tedly develop vast miner- 
al wealth on the l»i»,,o, DcLiard and St. 
rranois Rivers and theu nibutarios.

It is certain that "thero ia but ono 
power left in Europe which Qermanv 
has any cause to fear," and that even 
tbii, the mighty Muscovite Empire, ia 
for the moment unable tj move. But 
Russia, like France and Austria, ia ro- 
organizing her military system, and the 
Russian reorganization, uuliko the 
French or the Austrian, is conceived 
iu earnest and earned out with intense 
energy. Its fundamental principle is 
universal military servio'i for hhort 
terms, and the result is that the "yeai - 
ly contingent taken into tho rauLa 
will be juat double the old 
aud the number of trained 
ted out yearly into 
servo, for call to the 
war, will be at least 
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what is has ever hitherto been." The 
estimated strong! h of the regular held 
army, under the new f-y.stem, wi 1 
be a million and a half, supplemented 
by a reserve of a half a million, and 
bucked by two further lines of deffi.ce 
oori'esponding to the Lundwehr and 
Landaturm of the Prusaian eyatem, 
which, for home defensive purposes, 
would bring three millions of men 
under arms. This magnificent theory 
of millitaryan doveloj^ment threatens 
Germany with a host of five millions 
of lluBsians ready to fight out the long- 
standing quarrel between the Teuton 
Muscovite. Nevertheless, even sup^ 
posing that Itussia is allowed by cir- 
cumstnuoes to develop her now system 
for tho fifteen years which are deemed 
needful to bring it to perfection, it is 
doubtful whether Germany will not be 
more then equal for many a day to 
come, to any emergency that ia likely 
to arise on her north-eastern frontier.
